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Greek Leader Ends Marti al Law 


Contracts To Expire . . . 
City, Employes 
Still Haggling

With on ly two weeks to go u n ­ 
til con tracts with employ es 
ex pire Sept. 1, the city is 
reportedly still at odds with the 
City

(CEA) ov er retiremen t ben efits 
an d deadlfK-ked with the bu s u n ­ 
ion ov er wages. 


Althou gh the city settled last 
Thu rsday with the American 
Federation of State, Cou n ty an d 
Mu n icipal F.mploy es (AFSME), 
iaM-al 27H, on a two-y ear con ­ 
tract, the ('EA is holdin g ou t for 
an in creased con tribu tion to 
emplov e pen sion plan s, the Star 
has learn ed. 


A con fiden tial letter from 
CEA's attorn ey Charles Noren to 
the city n egotiatin g team 
rev ealed that the grou p wan ts 
the city 's presen t 1 1 to 1 con ­ 
tribu tion hiked to a 2 to 1 basis. 
That is. for ev ery dollar the 
worker pu ts away for retire­ 
men t. the city adds $1 10 CEA 
wan ts the city 's share to be $2 
for ev ery employ e dollar 
Comparison 
A comparison of retiremen t 
ben efits shows that the city con -

The discrepan cies in the city ’s 
con tribu tion to v ariou s employ e 
grou ps has be<*n a con tin u in g 
irritation to city hall workers for 
a n u mbiT of y ears 


In his letter, Noren stated. 
"Q u ite fran kly , we can n ot 
b<‘lie\e that an in formed City 
Cou n cil cou ld so easily ign ore 
the well-kn own problems in this 
retirem en t sy stem an d com­ 
pou n d these problems by post­ 
pon in g for at least an other y ear a 
start towards their solu tion ." 


Bu t accordin g to a brief dis­ 
cu ssion amon g city lawmakers 
Fridav . there will be n o action 


by the city this y ear. 
At a bu dget session , Cou n ­ 
cilman John Robin son raised the 
retiremen t plan con trov ersy an d 
su ggested the city brin g its con ­ 
tribu tion u p to the LES lev el of 
$2 for all city workers, other 
than fire an d police. 
‘Nex t Year’ 
Cou n cilman Bob Siky ta added. 
"This is somethin g we shou ld be 
doin g n ex t y ear." Other cou n cil 
members apparen tly con cu rred. 
As a last-^itch mov e. CEA, 
with some 200 m embers, is 
repfirtedly ready to take the 
matter u p directly with the cou n ­ 
cil. by -passin g the n egotiatin g 
team 
The on e-y ear cost to the city to 
in crease its con tribu tion is es­ 
timated to be an addition al .25 
mill or $200,000. 


While CEA is reportedly 
agreed to settlin g on a 7.5% 
across-the-board 
wage 
hike, 
members of the Amalgamated 
Tran sit Cn ion , I^ocal 12^3, hav e 
reached n o su ch agreemen t. 


I.ast Thu rsday the city settled 
with AFSME on a two-y ear con ­ 
tract callin g for a 7.5^f wage 
hike begin n in g Sept. 1 an d 
an other 5'v in crease n ex t y ear

The bu s u n ion , w ith 57 
members, wan ts a 25% across- 
the-board in crease in wages, in ­ 
formed sou rces said. 
Driv ers' top wages are $3.17 an 
hou r The 25'^^ hike wou ld brin g 
the top salary to $3 96 an hou r. 


Members of the u n ion con ten d 
that su ch a wage in crease, if 
gran ted, “still won ’t be at the

No relief was in sight as 
w eather forecasts in dicated 
w arm er te m pe ra tu re s an d 
almost n o chan ce of rain for the 
n ex t sev eral day s.

In teragen cy F ire C en ter in 
Boise. Idaho, said 13 major fires 
were ou t of con trol on 8 2.200 
acres of lan d. An other 28 .000 
acres were blacken ed by 21 fires 
which had been con tain ed or 
con trolled, the cen ter reported. 
Lan d affected by the fires in ­ 
clu ded major big-game habitats 
in western Mon tan a an d North 
Idaho, timber reserv es in Oregon 
an d 
Northern Californ ia an d 
ran gelan ds in eastern Oregon 
an d Mon tan a east of the Con ­ 
tin en tal Div ide. 
Dick Klade. a spokesman for 
the cen ter, said 6,250 men were 
on the fire lin es, with an other 2,- 
500 person s in v olv ed in su pport 
activ ities.

With their eight horses stalled 
at on e en d an (l their hou sehold 
goods packed in large barrels at 
the other en d, Charlie an d Dian e 
Vy skocil Tu esday will bed down 
in the middle of the 50-foot box 
car for the more than three-day 
trip to Au bu rn . Wash. 


Uke the pion eers who settled 
the heartlan d an d w estern 
states, Mr. an d Mrs. Vy skocil 
(Vis-ko-chil) will emigrate by 
train u sin g a cen tu ry -old railroad 
policy design ed to help speed 
colon ization of the west. 


When they first broached the 
idea of mov in g by box car in 
April, railroad officials shook 
their heads in bemu sed won der 
an d gav e them th e roy al 
ru n arou n d. 


‘Or Crazy ’ 
“They probably thou ght we 
were n ot really seriou s," said 
Mrs. Vy skocil. "O r crazy ,’’ 
added her hu sban d. 


Bu t n ow the Vy skocils are get­ 
tin g the roy al treatmen t as the 
railroad makes certain that their 
first emigran t passen gers in 30 
y ears are as comfortable an d 
safe as possible. 


They will u se a car with ex tra 
sprin gs for a more cu shion ed 
ride an d their car will be pu t 
n ex t to the caboose so tbat the 
diesel fu mes will n ot bother 
them an d so that the caboose 
crew can “peak in on u s,’’ said 
Mrs. Vy skocil, mother of three. 


The family decided to mov e 
n ear Au bu rn , Wash., so that Mr. 
Vy skocil, who had a triple heart 
artery tran splan t last sprin g, can 
be n ear his doctors an d the heart 
re s e a rc h progra m he is 
cooperatin g with. 


An d the cou ple has been 
“dead seriou s” abou t mov in g by 
box car sin ce they first learn ed 
of the old emigran t tariff. 


Ru les Un kn own 
Lon gtime railroad employ es of 
25 y ears had n ev er heard su ch a 
requ est an d were u n aware of the 
tariff. “They had to tu rn back 
the pages of tim e,” said Mrs. 
Vy skocil. 


The emigran t policy , where 
farmers mov in g westward cou ld 
tran sport their liv estock, farm 
equ ipmen t an d families by rail, 
was in stitu ted more than 100 
y ears ago as lan d gran t railroads 
attempted to en tice settlers to 
the west an d sell their own 
western lan d holdin gs. 


The ru les, in corporated in to 
the u n iform freight classification 
tariffs, hav e remain ed on the 
books with on ly min or chan ges, 
ex plain ed a railroad pu blic 
relation s man ager. 


No lon ger do emigran ts hav e 
to carry on e sack of seed to begin 
plan tin g. Bu t the tariff still 
specifically gov ern s packin g — 
in barrels an d box es — an d 
stipu lates that 25% of the total 
weight mu st be tools of the 
migran t’s trade. This can in clu de 
a car, motor tru ck, portable 
hou se, fen ce posts an d ev en 500 
pou n ds of liv e pou ltry . 


Accordin g to the tariff, the 
Vy scocils hav e 48 hou rs to load 
the fu rn itu re, hou sehold goods, 
horses, 200 gallon s of water an d 
ev en some hy brid iris bu lbs on to 
the box car. 


Rollin g Jou rn ey 
Then early Tu esday morn in g, 
after last goodby es to family an d 
lon gtime frien ds, they will bed 
down on the straw-cov ered box 
car floor an d begin the rollin g 
jou rn ey . 


Alon g the way Mrs. Vy skocil 
will be takin g n otes to compare 
the modern day ex perien ce with 
the jou rn als written by early 
pion eers. 


In fact the historical aspect 
was on e of the driv in g reason s 
b e h in d 
th e 
V y sk oc ils 
perserv ern ce in settin g u p the 
trip. Mr. Vy skocil’s father an d 
Mrs. Vy skocil’s mother both 
mov ed by emigran t train in the 
early 1900’s. 


The family has alway s tried to 
learn an d liv e as mu ch history as 
possible throu gh campin g an d 
ex plorin g historical sites. The 
Vy skocils believ e that when 
children hav e a taste of what 


their forefathers wen t throu gh 
they will “look at thin gs with a 
little m ore rev eren ce an d 
respect.” 


Thou gh the railroad hedged a 
bit an d allowed the word “man 
or men " in the tariff to in clu de 
Mrs. Vy skocil. they pu t their 
foot down with the children . 


Ride Separate 
Becau se of safety an d liability 
factors the three children , 
Loree. 14, Barry , 13, an d Gin a, 6, 
will n ot ride the box car. In stead 
the railroad has arran ged a 
passen ger train trip for them. 


Box car mov in g, thou gh in ­ 
ex pen siv e to the tu n e of abou t 
$914 for the Vy skocils, will n ot 
work for ev ery on e. Families 
mu st first qu alify as farmers an d 
liv e n ear en ou gh railroad y ards 
to make it practical. Then they 
mu st be willin g to rou gh it ev en 
more than their forefathers did. 


The railroads n o lon ger hav e 
emigran t cars, equ ipped with 
cookstov es an d bu n ks. Nor are 
there hotel-like accommodation s 
alon g the rou te where earlier 
emigran ts an d their liv estock 
rested u n til the n ex t train 
arriv ed. 


The Vy skocils will spen d the 
trip behin d the partially open ed 
doors of the rollin g, rockin g box 
car an d will eat mostly “space 
food” (dehy drated items), accor­ 
din g to Mrs. Vy skocil. 


An d after 1,8 00 miles of box 
car life they will hav e an other 48 
hou rs to u n load the horses an d 
belon gin gs an d mov e to their 
n ew home, abou t on e mile from 
the railroad y ards. 


An d as a part of the emigran t 
mov in g ru les, they mu st leav e 
the car clean . “That mean s we 
hav e to get all the straw an d lef­ 
tov ers ou t,” v olu n teered Loree. 
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Amnesty Granted

... In Swearing-In Speech 


A then s (A P ) — G eorge 
Papadopou los was sworn in Su n ­ 
day as presiden t of the n ew 
Greek repu blic. In his first acts, 
he lifted martial law, gran ted 
amn esty to political prison ers 
an d pled ged a re tu rn to 
parliamen tary gov ern men t by 
the en d of n ex t y ear. 
Papadopou los also said in a 
n ation wide broadcast that all 
civ il lib e rtie s w ere bein g 
restored an d su spen ded articles 
of the Greek con stitu tion were 
bein g rein stated. 
The chan ges, if carried ou t 
thorou ghly , cou ld radically 
chan ge the stron garm sy stem 
that has ru led Greece sin ce a 
ban d of c olon e ls led by 
Papadopou los took ov er the 
gov ern m en t in a bloodless 
military cou p in April 1967 an d 
su spen ded democracy . 
T h e 
s w e a rin g-in 
of 
Papadopou los as presiden t of 
this form er con stitu tion al 
mon archy also brou ght to an of­ 
ficial en d the power stru ggle that 
had been waged sin ce the cou p 
between the colon els an d Kin g 
Con stan tin e. 
The mon archy was abolished 
last mon th throu gh a referen ­ 
du m staged by the 54-y ear-old 
Papadopou los. Kin g Con stan tin e 
has been liv in g in Rome in ex ile 
sin ce he m ou n ted an u n ­ 
su ccessfu l cou n tercou p again st 
the colon els shortly after they 
took ov er. He has refu sed to 
recogn ize th e referen d u m 
resu lts. 
Papadopou los promised in his 
10-min u te speech th at the 
su spen ded Greek parliamen t 
will resu me fu n ction in g “well 
within 1974.” 
He said mem bers will be 
chosen in free eladion s to be 
organ ized by a gov ern men t of 
political u n ity that will be 
formed in October of this y ear to 
su cceed his presen t gov ern men t. 
Papadopou los said a con - 
.stitu tion al cou rt also will be ap­ 
poin ted an d begin operation s 
n ex t mon th. Its du ties will in ­ 
clu de ru lin g on which political 
parties are legitimate, which he 
said is "n ecessary for the opera­ 
tion of party political life.” 
It was n ot immediately clear 
whether the cou rt, presu mably 
to be n amed by Papadopou los, 
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will recogn ize political grou ps 
an d former politician s who op­ 
pose the Papadopou los regime 
The amn esty affects abou t 300 
person s They in clu de Alex an der 
F\an agou lis, charged with try in g 
to assassin ate Papadopou los. 
an d John Pesmazoglou . a Greek 
econ omist awaitin g trial on 
charges of in citin g stu den t u n ­ 
rest at Athen s Un iv ersity last 
Febru ary . 
The am n esty pardon s all 
political crim es com m itted 
within Greec'e sin ce .April 21. 
1967. Bu t it does n ot cov er per­ 
son s accu sed of crimes again st 
the Greek gov ern men t while 
liv in g ou tside the cou n try 
It therefore cov ers on ly some 
of the man y (ireeks liv in g in 
ex ile abroad. Su ch well kn own 
ex iles as attress Melin a Mer­ 
cou ri an d Athen s pu blisher 
Helen Vlachou wou ld apparen tly 
be ex clu ded sin ce they carried 
on v ociferou s an tiregime cam­ 
paign s from ex ile. 
Amn esty In tern ation al, the in ­ 
depen den t organ ization that 
fights political imprison men t, 
said in Lon don it welcomes the 
amn e.sty an n ou n cem en t bu t 
added that more is n eeded 
“We hope that the amn esty 
will be ex ten ded to the man y 
Greek ex iles liv in g abroad who 
hav e been depriv ed of their 
citizen ship an d passports.” the 
grou p said in an apparen t 
referen ce to those accu sed of 
an ti-Greek crimes abroad 
Papadopou los did n ot specify 
w hether th e am n esty also 
cov ered the 13 civ ilian s an d 
retired military officers in dicted 
alon g with 56 activ e n av y officers 
for takin g part in an abortiv e 
n av y rebellion this sprin g. 
Form er Foreign M in ister 
Ev an ghelos Av eroff-Tossitsa an d 
Athen s in du strialist Christopher 
Stratos are amon g the in dicted 
civ ilian s. 
Martial law was imposed on 
all of Greece after the 1967 cou p 
bu t recen tly has been en forced 
on ly in A then s, the Greek 
capital, an d in Piraeu s, the port 
city that serv es Athen s. 
Papadopou los said it was 
lifted in those two cities at on ce, 
pu ttin g all of Greece u n der 
civ ilian law for the first time in 
six y ears.

Washington ~ Sen. George S. 
McGovern said Sunday that con­ 
tinued refusal by President 
Nixon to release tapes of conver­ 
sations relating to the Watergate 
scandal could lead to impeach-

“ If the President remains 
steadfast in his refusal to turn 
over the tapes, even if the courts 
hold that he has an obligation to 
do so ,” the South Dakota 
Democrat said, “ Then the 
Congress will have no other 
recourse except to give serious 
consideration to impeachment.” 


The senator, who lost the 1972 


presidential election to Nixon in 
a landslide vote, also said that 
the fact that the President 
refuses to release the tapes “has 
made it very hard for us to 
accept the arguments that he ad­ 
vances that he had nothing to do 
either with the coverup of the

planning.” 


Attorneys for the President 
and for special W atergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox are set 
to appear in federal district 
court here Wednesday for oral 
arguments over release of the 
tapes of presidential conver­ 
sations.

othe r kinds of lu st . . . It is the sou nd of earthly d efeat 
a bstra cte d from songs a bou t heav enly v ictory , and it is the 
sou nd of the Sou th, tha t d efeated nation w ithin a nation, 
triu m phantly d efeated still. C ou ntry m u sic is abov e all else 
v ery , v ery apolitical, as its people a re apolitical, the m u sic of 
the Silent M ajority w ho a re too bu sy w ith their ow n 
m elancholy to pay m u ch a tte ntion to W alter C ronk ite.” 
T here is in S eely e’s sta te m e nt a ring of intellectu al 
snobbery bu t his w ords probably are not fa r from the m ark. 
T hat, a t least, w ou ld be the opinion of one w ho m u st ad m it 
to little first-hand know ledge of cou ntry m u sic.

But a ny thing tha t tug s a wa y a t the emo tio ns a nd 
ex periences o f which Seely e spea ks ha s to be g iv en a g o o d 
cha nce o f succeeding . Tha t, a fter a ll, is v ery much wha t life 
is a bo ut. 
Mo st o f us ha v e two wo rlds — the wo rld o f rea lity in 
which we liv e a nd o ur drea ms. In the wo rld o f rea lity we 
ha v e bo th o ur successes a nd o ur fa ilures. Thus, co untry 
music is a ppea ling to much tha t is a pa rt o f just a bo ut a ll o f 
us. 


N ot all of u s m ay go on and find som ething w e like in 
cou ntry m u sic bu t the basis for doing so ex ists nev ertheless. 
O r a re y ou an ex ception? 
A re y ou one w ho has nev er thou g ht of w hat y ou m ight 
hav e been, w hat y ou m ight hav e done or how y ou r life m ight 
be far d ifferent than it actu ally is? If su ch thou g hts hav e 
nev er crossed y ou r m ind, y ou a re a ra re indiv idu al.

We w ou ld take issu e w ith Seely e only in the sense tha t 
his analy sis is a ra the r gloom y one and this is not ex actly the 
w ay w e see things. T o conte nipla te w hat m ight hav e been or 
w hat m ight, w ith a little lu ck, still be is not to throw in the 
tow el ov er the w ay things are. 
It can be ju st a sim ple process of keeping y ou r im agina­ 
tion and ingenu ity honed. W e read recently of a su ggestion 
that research scientists m ight be ov er the hill a t abou t age 
35, m erely bec*au se they hav e lost the ir y ou thfu l ou tlook. 
T he sam e thing has been said of ex perience in all fields 
of end eav or, tha t it tend s to d ead en the indiv idu al to his ow n 
and society ’s potential. So m ay be ou t of c ou ntry m u sic w ill 
com e the d re am e rs w ho w ill spaw n the ideas tha t u ltim ately 
w ill m ake life m ore m eaningfu l than it is today .

He was 
influ ential in the reapportioning of the Legislatu re 
He was instru m ental in pu tting together the 
Nebraska edu cational telev ision network and state 
gov ernm ent’s Departm ent of Administrativ e Ser­ 
v ices. These were some of his accomplishftients in 
a list that cou ldn’t possibly do him ju stice. 
His ability to work effectiv ely behind the 
scenes was a major sou rce of his power.

T he 
President’s effort to talk his way 
ou t of the W atergate tragedy has 
failed, bu t he still has the power 
to act, and to propose remedies 
for the crimes he admits were 
committed. 
He has condemned what he 
calls 
the 
"backw ard-looking 
obsession with W atergate.” and 
has com m itted himself to cor­ 
rect the atm osphere in which the 
W atergate crim es were com­ 
mitted. bu t he has done ab­ 
solu tely nothing to propose 
legislation that wou ld stop the 
fiddling with campaign money , 
control the irresponsible power 
of the White Hou se staff, or 
av oid the bu gging of priv ate 
citizens. 
As a d e fe ns e of his a d ­ 
m inistration’s record on the 
Watergate, or an answer to the 
trou bled qu estions on the minds 
of many people, his telev ised 
speech after m onths of silence 
was a disappointm ent, if not a 
disaster. Bu t if he didn’t answer 
the qu estions of the past, at least 
he said som e hopefu l things 
abou t the fu tu re. 


"In the fu tu re.” he said, "m v 
adm inistration will be m ore 
v igilant in insu ring that su ch 
abu ses (of the past) do not take 


place, and that officials at ev ery 
lev el u nderstand that they are 
not to take place . . . 
“1 pledge to y ou tonight that I 
will do all that I can to insu re 
that one of the re su lts of 
Watergate is a new lev el of 
political decency and integrity in 
America . . . ” 


This raises a fu ndam ental 
qu estion abou t Mr. Nix on. There 
is scarcely a noble principle in 
the American Constitu tion that 
he hasn’t defended in theory or 
d e f i e d 
in pr a c t i c e . 
F e w 
presidents of this cou ntry hav e 
been more eloqu ent in defense 
of the First Amendment, on 
freedom of the press or dissent, 
than Mr. Nix on or more v iciou s 
in opposing those freedom s 
when they opposed his pu rposes. 
And the irony of this contradic­ 
tion is that he is as positiv e, and 
ev en sincere, in his su pport of 
the principle of freedom as in his 
defiance. 
Nev ertheless, he still has a 
chance to act on the positiv e and 
fu tu re promises of his speech. 
The Congress is stru ggling with 
new l egi sl ati on to cont r ol 
political campaign financing, to 
write new statu tes on w iretap­ 
ping, 
to d e f i ne w he n the 


telephones of priv ate citizens 
can be intercepted for “national 
secu rity ” reasons, and who shall 
decide the difference between 
national secu rity , and political or 
personal conv enience. 


Mr. Nix on’s efforts to prov e 
that he wants to remov e “the 
abu ses of the past” wou ld be 
m ore effectiv e if he acted u pon 
them rather than merely talking 
abou t them. 


The President’s speech didn’t 
deal with his problem, and it 
wasn’t becau se he didn’t hav e 
good adv ice. TF speech he gav e 
was only one of m ore than a 
dozen speeches su ggested to 
him. and ev en drafted for him, 
by his associates inside the 
gov ernment and his friends ou t­ 
side the gov ernment. 


Most of these drafts su ggested 
that he define the qu estions on 
the minds of the American peo­

produ ced the W atergate scan­ 
dals, and take his chance of 
telling the tru th. Bu t he chose in­

Octane numbers are coming to 
the nation’s gasoline pumps, but 
what do they m^n and what will 
they do for your car? 
Under a new Cost of Living 
Council order, all service 
stations will be required to p<»t 
ceiling prices and octane 
numbers on each pump by Sept. 


Major oil companies have long 
resisted such posting, claiming 
the consumer might be misled. 
“ It is safe to say the consumer 
does not understand octane, and, 
likely as not, he attributes 
meanings to it that bear little 
relation to fact,” says Mobil Vice 
President Joe Penick. 
Consumer advocates disagree. 
Compulsory octane posting is 
“as logical as putting the proof 
on your whisky or the calorie 
count on so-called diet foods,” 
Ralph Nader has argued. 


Like most whisky, gasoline is a 
blend. It is made by combining a 
number of chemically different 
“ gasolines” to get a fuel that 
vaporizes properly in car engines 
and bums smoothly. 
Different companies make 
different blends according to the 
stocks they have to work with, 
says Ray Wright, director of 
marketing for the American 
Petroleum Institute, a trade 
association. 
But all the basic blends end up 
with similar bulk properties, 
Wright added. They have to in 
order to perform satisfactorily in 
the engine. 
Octane is a measure of the 
point at which a given blend 
begins to knock, or bum uneven­ 
ly, in an engine cylinder. 
Knocking causes a hard metallic 
pinging sound. 
There are three methods of 
measuring octane. "Research” 
and “Motor” octane numbers

using a special one-cylinder 
engine. “ Road” octane is deter­ 
mined in actual car engines 
driven under standardized con­ 
ditions. 
Road octane is the most ac­ 
curate for a given engine but 
either of the others will provide 
a yardstick for comparison of 
different brands. 
Using a gasoline of too low oc­ 
tane may cause engine damage 
over a period of time. But using 
a higher octane than the engine 
requires adds no benefit. 
The National Petroleum News 
factbook indicates 3.8 billion 
gallons of premium gasoline 
were bought last year for cars 
that did not need it — a waste of 
both resources and money. 
One problem with octane 
posting is that octane 
requirem ents vary with 
temperature, humidity and 
altitude. One rule of thumb is 
that octane requirements go 
down one number for every 1,- 


scheduled layover, saying they 
were guests of the airport.

Jim Garrison 
Payoff 
Trial 
Opens 


New Orleans (AP) — Dist. At- 
ty. Jim Garrison goes on trial in 
federal court here Monday, ac­ 
cused of taking payoffs to 
protect illegal gambling. Six of 
his alleged accomplices are 
reported ready to testify against 
him. 
Garrison and nine other per­ 
sons were indicted in 1971 on a 
charge of conspiracy to obstruct 
law enforcement by giving or 
accepting bribes to protect pin­ 
ball machine gambling. 
Three defendants entered 
pleas of guilty. Three others 
were granted separate trials. 
U.S. Atty. Gerald Gallinghouse 
said all six agreed to turn states’ 
evidence in return for special 
consideration of their own cases. 
Still on trial with Garrison, 52, 
are John A. Callery, 63; Harby 
Harks Jr., 57; and Robert Nims, 
40, all well-known figures in the 
multimillion dollar pinball 
business in New Orleans. 
Garrison, who gained wide 
attention for his investigation of 
the assissination of President 
John F. Kennedy, called the 
bribery charge a frameup. He 
said the federal government was 
trying to get even with him for 
his effort to show that the in­ 
quiry into the Kennedy 
assassination was botched. 
U.S. 
Atty. Gerald J. 
Gallinghouse, in outlining the 
bribery case, said the pinball 
operators paid over $50,000 a 
year to Garrison and two police 
officers, Capt. Frederick A. 
Soule Sr., 52, of the district at­ 
torney’s office, and Sgt. Robert 
N. Frey, 39, head of the vice 
squad. After indictment, both 
were fired. 
Since then, Soule has pleaded 
guilty — along with John Elms 
Jr., 29, a partner in TAC Amuse­ 
ment Co., and Louis Boasberg, 
60, a partner in New Orleans 
Novelty Co. 
Frey’s case was severed for 
separate trial. So were the cases 
against John E. Pierce, 54, 
owner of Pierce Amusement 
Co., and Lawrence Lagarde Sr., 
52, a partner in TAC. 
Maximum sentence on the 
charge: five years prison and a 
$20,000 fine.

The State, of Maryland does 
require posting and both Florida 
and Hawaii use a “doughnut” 
system developed by the Society 
of Automotive Engineers that 
labels gasoline with an index 
number from 1 to 6 based on oc­ 
tane rating standards. 
But several companies oppose 
any method is posting, saying it 
emphasizes one quaUty of the 
gasoline to the detriment of all 
others. Some are concerned that 


it will erode brand identifica­ 
tion. 
“ Octane p(»tlng could Im w 
the motorist with the impression 
that the only criterion for quaUty 
is octane number and would 
therefore detract from the com­ 
pany’s brand identification,’’ 
said a Texaco spokesman. 
Brand identification is the 
name of Üie retail game. Oil 
companies spent $112,370,000 
last year on television ads aimed 
at getting you to buy their 
products, the Television Bureau 
of Advertising reports. 
Until the gasoline shortage 
this summer, much of the gas­ 
oline advertising concentrated 
on the addiüve packages the 
companies put in their fuel. 
The additives range from lead, 
which raises the octane number, 
to anürust agents, metal deac­ 
tivators, anti-icers, anti-oxidents 
and detergents. 
Each has a function but the

The auctioneer at the Cow 
Palace sang and chanted while 
200 consumers strained their 
eyes and pocketbooks to get a 
good buy. At the end of the first 
hour 21 animals were sold. 
“We made a lot of mistakes,” 
said Mike Domich, one of the 
cattle feed-lot owners who spon­ 
sored the public beef auction, 
.scheduled to run from Saturday 
through Wednesday. “ We’re 
amateurs when it comes to 
selling this way. If this was a 
professional auction we’d have 
3,000 head sold by now.” 
The auction is aimed at cir­ 
cumventing the public freeze on 
prwessed beef and providing 
consumers the meat they say 
they can’t find in stores. He said 
the sponsors had 85.000 head 
available. 
Mrs. Larry Armentano, of 
Saratoga, was one of those who 
did her shopping ringside in­ 
stead of at a supermarket 
counter. 
“ We were told to look for a 
cow the same way we’d look for 
a good athlete — a broad chest, a 
big neck, short legs," the mother 
of three said.

The meat 
counter is full of turkey and 
Jello.”

Domich estimated that a 1,000- 
pound animal selling for 65 cents 
a pound would yield about 400 to 
4.30 pounds of cut beef. He said 
adding the cutting and wrapping 
and packing costs the total bill 
for a consumer buying his own 
beef would be about $1.79 to 
$1.92 a pound. 
When the ceiling price goes off 
beef on Sept. 12, prices for top 
beef may soar to $2 a pound or 
more, he said. 
The steers auctioned off were 
from the feed-lots of Fat City, in 
(Jonzales. and Marks Cattle Co. 
in Zamora. 
“Once cattle gets fat and ready 
for the market, it is very un­ 
profitable to keep them on 
feed." said Domich, co-owmer of 
Marks. “ We wouldn’t do this in 
normal times, but everyone is in 
a bind. The consumer can’t get 
beef and we can’t sell it. They 
need this business as bad as we 
need to sell cattle.”

Livestock Feeds

Farm Editor 
"Ranchers hav e alway s said If 
y ou are going to dev elop a new 
kind of grass it ou ght to be 
something a cow will want to 
eat," said Dr. Wally Moline, 
p rofessor of agronomy at the 
Univ ersity of Nebra.ska. 
To find ou t what a cow will 
want to eat, what is good for the 
cow if she does eat it. how to 
make what a cow eats cost less 
while p rodu cing more cow is 
what Dr Moline's p rogram of 
ex p eriments is all abou t 


For the consu mer the end 
resu lt shou ld be more meat at a 
lower p rice. May be ev en shoes 
will be cheap er. 


M oline u ses tw o ste e rs 
eq u ip p ed with an artificial door 
in their sides. This p ermits 
researchers at the u niv ersity to 
reach inside of a steer's stomach 
and remov e what he ate to see if 
it is able to digest his food 
Collects Flu ids 
The research team collects the 
digestiv e flu ids from the steers 
in a v acu u m bottle, holds them 
two day s at room temp eratu re in 
test tu bes while the flu ids are 
working on v ariou s forages, 
silages, and feed grains 
All this resu lts in information 
abou t which kinds of gras.ses, 
hay s, grains and other liv estock 
feed will p rodu ce more beef at 
less cost. 


"It is su rp rising sometimes, 
becau se some hay we think of as 
being q u ite good Is sometimes 
nearly worthless, while some 
which doesn't look too good will 


tu rn ou t to be good feed. We 
don’t really know mu ch abou t 
the com m on range grasses 
ex cep t that a cow will eat 
them," he said. 


P ractical inform ation has 
already help ed one calf p rodu cer 
dev elop a ration that has made 
his op eration more p rofitable. 
Some ranchers are changing 
their methods of p u tting u p hay 
and some of the p lants they hav e 
been u sing for hay will be 
different becau se of information 
gathered by Moline and others 
on the research team. 
"Some of the stu ff they hav e 
been u siry ? for hay hasn't been a 
whole lot better than chewing 
fence p osts. Nebraska grows 
grass easily in most areas which 
may ex p lain why farmers hav e 
nev er really worried mu ch abou t 
q u ality ." Moline said. 
Another area of research is in 
the feed v alu e of some of the 
new imp rov ed v arieties of corn. 
“We need to see if the imp rov e­ 
ment is really there in terms of 
feed v alu e or does it ju st ex cist 
in the form of the adv ertising." 
he said. 
Moline said farmers who want 
to see new v arieties of soy beans, 
corn, grasses and other crop s 
shou ld attend the NU field day 
at the field laboratory at Mead 
on Sep t. 12. 
“We are p u tting together a 
team of ex p erts, gradu ate 
stu dents and other emp loy es to 
ex p lain what we are doing, why 
and how the farmer can u se this 
information at home.

Wadkins Fires 279 
To Win USI Classic 


SUTTON, Mass. (AP) - “I 
wasn’t mad, or angry—I was just 
shocked.” Lanny Wadkins said 
of the double bogey five that 
almost cost him the title in the 
USI Golf Classic. 
The gritty little tour soph­ 
omore had just taken sole con­ 
trol of the top spot in the final 
round Sunday when he made the 
five on the 230-yard, 14th 
hole—dropping him back into a 
tie for the lead. 
He missed the green, missed 
an eight-foot putt, missed from 
2Vz feet coming back and almost 
missed a back-handed tap in. 


“I was so keyed up on making 
the first putt, that I just didn’t 
think on the second one,” he 
said. “It was a very, very bad 
mental lapse.” 
But he got away with it as a 
multitude of challengers fell 
back in the pressure that built 
before a swarning gallery an­ 
nounced at more than 44,000. 
In fact, none of the con­ 
tenders could even match par on 
the last six holes as Wadkins won 
his second title of the season on 
a string of four consecutive pars 
coming home and the others 
backed off. 
The 23-year-old Wadkins, in 
only his second full year on the 
tour, took the third professional 
title of his career by two strokes 
over Rik Massengale, Lee Elder 
and Tom Jenkins with a 279 


Elder, Massengale and the 
rookie Jenkins were tied at 281. 
Elder had a 69, Jenkins matched 
par 72 under the grey 
threatening skies, while Masse­ 
ngale. the third-round leader, 
blew to a 74.

U.S. Waits 
For 'Gold' 
MOSCOW (AP) - The United 
States’ “Century Kids” won 
their fourth straight basketball 
game by more than 100 points 
Sunday, but failed to dim the 
lustre of captivating Olga Kor­ 
but and another cascade of gold 
medals for the Soviet Union in 
the World University Games. 
Medals fell like a cloudburst in 
the hands of the Russians on all 
athletic fronts but no one cap­ 
tured the imagination like the 4- 
foot-11, doll-size Miss Korbut, 
who became the Games’ queen 
by winning five gold medals in 
gymnastics. 
The Russians won two golds in 
track and field, eight of 10 in the 
closing gymnastics exercises 
and nine of 10 in Greco-Roman 
wrestling. It became a case of 
the hosts smothering the opposi­ 
tion. 
The United States, which had 
been expected to battle the So­ 
viets on near even terms, gained 
only mild consolation from a 
resounding 137-43 triumph over 
France for the men’s basketball 
team, a third victory for the 
women’s basketball team and 
three bronze medals in Greco- 
Roman wrestling. 
The Americans are still wait­ 
ing for their first gold. They 
should get a cluster of them with 
the start of swimming and diving 
Tuesday—a 
sport 
they 
dominate—but there appears lit­ 
tle chance of overtaking the 
tremendous lead already piled 
up by the Soviet Union.

McConaughy 
Survey Studies 
Fish Kill 


(jame and Parks Commission 
fisheries biologists have begun 
compiling information at Lake 
McConaughy in an attempt to 
determine the extent of the fish 
kill that occurred this spring. 


Gill nets will be used to 
sample fish populations, par­ 
ticularly white bass, and a com­ 
parison will be made to figures 
obtained in August, 19 70. 
F'mphasis will be on white bass, 
since reports indicate this 
species was hit hardest by the 
fish kill. 


The annual spring survey of 
their spawning migration at the 
I.ewellen fish trap was not ob­ 
tained this year due to technical 
problems and the high water on 
the North Platte River. 


Cause of the fish kill was 
determined to be a bacteria. 
Some kind of environmental 
stress normally accompanies the 
presence of this bacteria, com­ 
mon to water and soil, to cause 
mortality. Biologists suspect the 
stress in this case was a large 
algae bloom caused by a high 
nutrient content in the lake. 


Water samples are also being 
obtained in hopes of deter­ 
mining the amount of nutrients 
finding their way into and out of 
Nebraska's large.st body of 
water
